The Shipherd Investigation. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The Shipherd ¢x- 
amination was resumed this morning and 
Belmont announced that he would not preés 
the question which Shipherd refused to an- 
swer in regardtothe Peruvian witness, and 
said Senator Black may not have had rea- 
son to be salisfed with Bilaine’s instruc- 
tions to Hurlbut, but their impression 
wasthatthev had. Witness was asked to 
wnat extent the matter of the offer of $250,- 
000 Which ke-made to Hurlbut was discuesed 
in the presence of the Secretary and replied: 
At tbe interview October 15 some reference 
was made to my leteer of June 2, and mention 
was made of the proposition that had been 
made to Hur: but by the Credit Industrial, and 
Senator Blair remarked, ‘‘Why, Hurlbut 
had rather beve $20,000 in band than your of- 
fer of $250,000 in stock that he wou'd bave to 
pay for.’ some one made a suggestion tbat 
$10,000 in casb might have been offered by the 
Credit Industrial. This led to the repetition 
of ihe text of my letter. in fact the Secretary 
hb meself catled for the text an@ read it to 
him. He listened attentively and quoting the 
pliase *‘so fir as it may be proper,’’ he (the 
secretary) sail,“*Tbat is the sort of a spigut,” 
then lJaugbng added, ‘*‘Well, that won’t 
make Much impression on Steve.” Witness 
admiited the Secretary always spoke with 
creat dignity, as became his high office; that 
be never committed bimself in words. When 
be (Suipherd) came away and thought over 
seriously the drift. of his several inter- 
views he was always profoundly 
impressed with the belief the secretary was 
in accord with their wishes. Witness was 
asked in regard to the autograph approval by 
Gen. Grant ofthe draft of the dispatch which 
he (Shipherd) prepared and expected to ask 
the Secretary to send Huribut and re- 
plied he would produce it if 
required by the committee. It was, however, 
emong his papers in New York, and be could 
not produce it without going to New York in 
person. The matter was laid over for the 
prescut. 

Mr. Belmont—You speak in one of your 
letters of an interview with the President 
which was brought about by a letter of intro- 
duction which Gen. Grant gave you. Have 
you acopy of that letter? 

Answer—I have. Witness questioned the 
propriety of producing it; would, how- 
ever, do so as soon as he could obtain it. 

Belwont then propounded several ques- 
tions with a view to discovering who were 
the parties interested in the Peruvion Compa- 
ny that he (Shipherd) had alluded to as 
friends” of General Grant and of the execn- 
tive. The witness evaded a direct answer, 
but finally said: ‘*My opiaion is, at that time 
there were gentlemen interested with us who 
were per-onal friends of the Garfield Admis- 
tration and there were others who were 
friends of General Grant and President Ar- 
thur. Witness declined to state who 
the persons were. Witness was 
then asked: “Will you produce a list of tne 
stockholders of the Peruvian Company?’’ 
Answer—“No, sir, under no circumstances.’’ 

Witness declared Blaine was not aware who 
these parties were, and that he simoly dis- 
cussed the plan upon its merits. Senator 
Biair never had a complete list of the stock- 
holders. 

Witness madea long statement which was 
mainly the recital of bis (Shipherd’s) impres- 
sion from what was said, or was not said, at 
his several interviews with the Secretary of 
State, the acgregate result of which was to 
assure him (Shipherd) that the Secre- 
tary was in sympathy with the 
Pertivian Company.

PUBLIC BATH-HOUSES.

The Ordinance Introduced in the 
House of Delegates. 


Plan to Erect Bathing-Houses in the 
Parks and Along the River 
- Front. 


Delegate O’Brien, the author of the ordi- 
nance to provide for the erection of public 
bathing-houses at different points along the 
river front, which was introduced in the 
House of Delegates at last Tuesday’s meet- 
ing, stated to a reporter this morning 
that he felt sanguine the ordinance would* be 
passed by the Municipal Assembly, though, 
perhaps, ina modified form. The present 
ordivance provides thatthe Board of Public 
Improvements shall cause to be constructed 
three public bath-houses on the river 
front, one jin the central and one each 
in the northern and southern portion of the 
eity. The buildings are to be constructed in 
a permanent and durable manner and suf- 
ficiently large to accommodate bathers with 
safety and without inconvenience, and are to 
be provided with separate compartments for 
maie and female bathers. The control 
and management of the bath-houses 
are to be vested in the i$ Harbor 
and Wharf Commissioner, and _ the 
employes necessary to keep the establish- 
meats in good order are to be appointed and 
supervised by that official. The ordinance 
fixes the bathing season between the Ist of 
May and the 50th of September of each year, 
and the bath-houses are to be kept open each 


day from 9%a.m. tol10 p. m. The 
probable cost of these bath-house will 
be about $50,000, Mr. O’Brien 


stated to the reporter that he nad heid sev- 
eral consultations upon the subject of that 
ordinance with Col. Flad and the result wil! 
very probably be a change in the ordMmance. 
Instead of locating all three bath-houses at 
the water front as is contemplated by the 
ordinance, it is possible. that only 
one bath-house will be located -.on 
the levee, and that a number of smaller bath- 
houses will be erected in certain of the smaller 
parks, like Carr Park, Benton Park,Missouri 
Park and Hvyae Park.

BLACKSTONE ON JUSTIFIABLE HOMICIDE.— 
Justifiable homicide isof divers kinds. Such 
asis owing to some unavoidable necessity 
without any will, intention or desire, without 
any inadvertence or negligence in: the party 
kiljling, and therefore without any shadow of 
blame. As, for instance, by virtue of such an 
office as obliges one, in the excution of public 
justice, to put a malefactor to death, who 
hath forfeited his life by the Jaws ana verdict 
of hiscouutry. This is an act of necessity,and 
even of civil duty; and, therefore, not only 
justifiable but commendable where the law re- 
quiresit. But the law must require it, other- 
wise itis not justifiable; therefore, wantonly to 
hill the greatest of malefactars, a felon or a traitor, 
attainted or outlawed, deliberately, uncompelled and 
extrajudicially, is MURDER. 

BLACKSTONE ON OUTLAWRY.—The outlaw’s 
life, is however, stili under the pro- 
tection of the law, as hath been formerly 
observed; so that though anciently an out- 
lawed felon was said to have caput lupinum, 
and might have beea knocked on the head like 
a wolf by any one that shouid meet him, be- 
cause, having renounced ali law, he was tob 
dealt with as in a state of nature, when every 
one that shoula find bim might slay him; 
yet, now, to avoid such inhumanity, it is holden 
that no man is entitled to kill him wantonly or will- 
fully, but in so doing is guiliy of MURDER, unless 
it happens in the endeavor to lawfully appre- 
henad him. 

AN ACCESSORY DEFINED.—An Accessory Before 
the Fact is one who, being absent at the time 
of the crime committed, yet procures, counsels 
or commands another to commit it. Bouvier’s 
Law Dictionary, 1 Hale 615, Wharton Criminal 
Law, §13t. An accessory before or after the fact 
may be indicted, tried and punished, 
notwithstanding the principal felon may bot 
have been arrested, tried and convicted. 
Statutes of Missouri, § 1651.

THE NEW CABINET. 

With the disgraceful confirmation of BILL 
CHANDLER for Secretary of the Navy the 
Cabinet of Mr. ARTUUR is at last completed.

The only member of GARFIELD’s Cabinet 


who was retained is LINCOLN, the son of bis 
father from Illinois, who was an ardent 
third-termer at Chicago. All the other 
members are new men, and with 
a single exception all of them were 
GRANT-CONKLING men. This exception 
is CHANDLER. He used to be one of 
BLAINE’S most active strikers. But even 
CHANDLER is known to have deserted his old 
chief, in heart at least, if notin face, and to 
now belopg to the Stalwart wing of the 
party. 

The best friend of Mr. ARTHUR can hardly 
claim that this Cabinet, as a whole, repre- 
sents anything except unfitness and medi- 
ocrity. Itis a singuiar compound and hotch- 
poten of verv little ability and much dullness 
of respectability and rascality. Those who have 
respectability lack brains, while those who 
have brains Jack respectability. Mr. FREL- 
INGHUYSEN, for instance, is a very respect- 
able gentlernan; but he inherited his reputa- 
tion, with his fortune, from his father, and is, 
intellectually, the weakest,Secretary of State 
this country ever had. Pretty much the same 
can be said of Mr. BoB LINCOLN, who. 
but for the fame of his father, 
would be quite a commonplace young 
man. Mr. FOLGER is a good Judge 
and learned lawyer, but whether he has any 
executive capacity remains yet to be demon- 
strated. TELLER is an utter nonentitf in 


_every Way. BILL CHANDLER is a notorious 


smart lobbyist and wire-puller of common 
and corrupt character. HOWE is a fine 
old gentleman, who serves as figure- 
head, while Young HATTON runs the 
*‘*machine” to suit the “boys.’? BREW- 
STER is, perhaps, the most ridiculous, 
oli ass ever known in Washington. He gets 
drunk, belongs to the corrupt CAMERON 
clique, wears laces, ruffles, velvet coats and 
dozens of rings, has erests and coats of 
arms on his yellow carriage and pretends to 
prosecute the Star Route thieves, when those 
rascals look upon the whole -proceedings as 
bosh and humbug. 

Of course Mr. ARTHUR is a candidate 
for renomination and has made up his 
Cabinet with that view. But we doubt 
whether it will do him mueh good. It lacks 
virility. Itis too top-heavy. FRELINGUY- 
SEN, HOWE, TELLER, CUANDLER and 
BREWSTER have long ago been discarded by 
their States and are mere resurrectionists. 
The best thing that can be said about this Cabi- 
net is that it is perhaps not worse than that 
of GARFIELD. But that,witb the exception of 
BLAINE and WINDOM, Was notoriously and 
purposely weak. Mr. BLAINE took in poor 
old KIRKWOOD, HUNT, etc., to be himself an 
all the more shining, brilliant star. 


BISMARCK AND RUSSIA. 

In his reply to a concraiulatory note from 
the Russian Ambassador at Berlin on his 
birthday, Prince BISMARCK says: “Jt 
makes me happy to inaugurate a new year of 
life by the expression of sentiments, per- 
sonal and political, which facilitates the work 
in which we are both engaged.” Let us 
briefly examine this specimen of diplomatic 
taffy. 

What is “the work in which” the Imperial 
Chancellor and the representative of Russian 
autocracy ‘‘are both engaged”? In promot- 
ing the happiness and prosperity of their re- 
spective people? In assisting the political 
progress of these people by an economical and 
liberal administration of the Government, in 
accordance with the principles of popular lib- 
erty? In lightening the people’s burdens and 
gradually educating them for the task of self- 
government? In leading them further and 
further away from the despotic ideas of 
the seventeenth century, and nearer and 
nearer to the republican ideas of the nine- 
teenth? Nothing of the sort. Bismarck, 
from an imperial! point of view, is one of the 
greatest statesmen of his age. He found 
Germany weak and divided, and has made 
her strong and united. Ile bas welded dis- 
severed states into a powerful empire; 
crowned that empire with military glory, and 
increased its territory by spoils wrested from 
a conquered foe. He has elevated national 
prestige and flattered national pride by vic- 
tories in the cabinet and in tho field. But 
that he has conferred any substantial benefit 
upyn the Germans themselves, asa whole, 
is more than doubtful. France to-day, 
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ties attached tkereto in the shape of lost 
provinces and heavy pecuniary indemnity, is 
better off than Germany—)bctter off in money 
and the facilities for money-making, better 
off in the character and tendency of her politi- 
cal institutions, and in that internal peace 
and harmony upon which everything depends. 
The fact that the emigration from Germany 
to the United States since the establishment 
of the Empire is very largely in excess of 
what it was before is the best possible proof 
of the true nature of BISMARCK’sS work. The 
bone and sinew of Gefmany are leaving the 
eountry which his policy’ has transformed 
intoa vast camp, und seeking permanent 
homes in a land where the chief occupation of 
the citizen is not musket-carrying, and where 
his blood and treasure are not wasted in the 
maintenance of an imperial system and the 
furtherance of schemes of imperial ambition. 
The irresistible instinct of self-preservation 
has overcome the proverbial German love of 
fatherland, and is filling the waste places of 
the American Republic with these voluntary 
exiles, for whose loss no amount of glory can 
compensate. Every German emigrant is an 
unanswerable protest against the splendid 
misgovernment of which BISMARCK is the 
inspiration. 

The Russian Ambassador is, of course, only 
the echo of his master, a master who dares 
not live in his own capital, who cannot step 
beyond the walls of his own palace without a 
body-guard, whois not safe at his own table 
or in his own bed, whose existence 1s a pro- 
longed terror, and whose only arguments are 
the scaffold, the dungeon and living death in 
Siberian mines. Thehead of ‘‘a despotism 
tempered by assassination,” his rule 
is an outrage upon every principle 
of justice and right, and apparently 
the only effect of his father’s death 
has been to make him more worthy to 
share the same fate. His “‘work” and the 
work of his diplomatic tool at Berlin is to 
rivet the yoke of oppression more tightly 
upon the neck ofa helpless people, and to 
strangle every effort on their part for larger 
freedom of soul and body. This consecrated 
tyrant, and the system of which he is the ex- 
ponent and executive,are a blot upon modern 
civilization, twin relics;of medzval barbarism, 
deserving, neither respect nor mercy. 
The dagger, bullet and nitro-glycerine bomb 
are their legitimate product and pun- 
ishment. Therefore when BISMARCK and the 
Russian Ambassador semilingly shake bands 
and congratulate each other upon “the work 
in which both are engaged,’”? it is an official 
notification to the German and Russian na- 
tions of whatimperialism has in store for 
them, and a prophesy of that inevitable and 
terrible struggle from which these nations 
will emerge into the liberty which is the 
divine right of all. 


THE BRITISH FEAR, 

The English have, as a Nation, the happy 
faculty of scaring themselvesinto a paralytic 
stroke about once inevery ten years. The 
last excitement was over the imaginary battle 
of Dorking, which made the proud Britons. 
who never will be slaves, tremble and organ- 
ize for an immediate invasion upon the 
part of the bad, freebooting Germans. 
There are people living who can 
remember the recurrence of the BONAPARTE 
scare in 1850. LOUIS NAPOLEON was report- 
ed to be preparipg an army to slip in and 
capture the country, and Britons were hardly 
able to sleep in their beds, so nervous were 
thev over the anticipated invasion. In the 
great NAPOLEON’S time this experience 
was duplicated. During the thirty years’ 
war it occurred again and again, and 
the history of the island is a _ long 
record of causeless alarms. The reason 
of all this might be phrased in SHAKSPEARE’S 
words, that “the thief doth fear each bush an 
ofticer.’’ Just now the National Fear is the 
Channel Tunnel. Great hordes of hungry 
Gauls are supposed to be waiting for the hole 
to be bored between the two countries to 
pour like the water from a pierced reservoir 
in a conquering flood over the rich and oily 
lands of gloomy England. Croaking dema- 
gogues are howling about the breach under 
the wooden walls of Britain, and the whole 
empire rises to protest against spending 
millions of pounds sterling as a premium 
upouinvasion. Kventhe poetic TENNYSON 
signs the petition to the giddy Government to 
pause and reflect. Of course every rational 
man must coneede that France has 
more to fear from the tunnel than England. 
There is nota corner of the babitable globe 
which does not bear its record of some treach- 
erous English surprise orsome unwarrant- 
ed English attack. Since the battle of 
Hastings, in 1066, only once has a hostile 
French army, tbat under the Dauphin after- 
wards Louis VII.,which was called in by the 
English Barons, set footon Lritish sol. On 
the other hand the English have pene- 
trated into France again and again. 
For centuries Calais was a British town; 
for centuries French duchies were English 
fiefs. Even as late as 1815 a British army 
marched as conquerorsinto Paris. The scare 
is on the wrong side of the channel. 

AN amicable suit is nowin progress in the 
courts to determine the right of CHARLES 
GREEN and his gang of strikers to seize, con- 
trol and direct the affairs of the St. Louis 
Fair Association in opposition to the wishes 
of a majority of the stockholders. This suit 
is to determine the character_of the election 
held by GREEN and his Returning Board last 
January, and it has been made up, for con- 
venience, as ‘‘D. K. Ferguson etal. vs. A. 
B. Pendleton eta!.’’? This morning one of 
the organs of GREEN prints an anonymous 
communication, in which Mr. FERGUSON is 
informed that it would be weil for him to 
devote his time to the better management of 
bis bank and less ‘‘to the destruction of the 
only good institution the city can boast of.’’ 
This, we presume, is in the nature of an 
attempt at bulldozing. Tye devoted friend 
of the glorious Fair should have accompanied 
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vive newspaper discussion, pending the 
settlement of their little difficulty by the 


courts. ; 


THE power of the Governor of Missouri to 
suppress ‘‘Outlawry,’’ as it called, will be 
found in the Revised Statutes, chapter 135, 
section 6467. It is as follows: 

Whenever the Governor shall become satis- 
fied that there exists, anywhere within this 
State, any band of highway robbers, maraud- 
ers, or other outlaws, and that it is beyond 
the power of ordinary officers and process of 
law to arrest and bring the members of such 
bana to justice, he shall be authorized and em- 
powered to organize and call into active ser- 
vice such a force of men, not to exceed twenty- 
fivé in number, as he may deem actually nec- 
essary for the purpose of arresting such band 
or any member thereof. All costs and expenses 
arising from the organization and service 
ot such force shall be paid by the State, and it 
shall be the duty of the State Auditorto draw 
his warrant upon the State Treasurer for 
such sum or sums as may be approved by 
the Governor, which shall be paid by the 
State Treasurer, out of the fund created for 
that purpose. Such force, and each member 
thereof, shall have allthe power and authori- 
ty to make arrests anywhere within this State 
thatis now possessed by sheriffs in their re- 
spective counties. 

Ir will be observed that the Governor is 
not authorized, even indirectly, to employ 
anybody to kill a man who has set the laws of 
this State at defiance. When Lieut. Col. 
Tuos. T. CRITTENDEN, in 1864, caused Mr. 
ZIMMERMAN and twoother citizens of John- 
son county to be shot as horse-thieves, he 
had the excuse of martia! law on his side. It 
was afterward showninthe Legislature that 
the courts of that county were open and that 
Mr. ZIMMERMAN was a reputable citizen and 
a Legislative committee went so far as to pub- 
licly charge Mr. CRITTENDEN with murder. 
Still the war was in progress at the time Mr. 
CRITTENDEN killed these men and he was 
excused on the ground that passion and dis- 
order stood in the way of the exercise of 
judicial functions. There was nosuch excuse 
for CRITTENDEN, though, when he sat down 
and eooly hired the Forps to kiil the 
bandit JAMES for money. The State was at 
peace and the laws were all open before the 
Governor. Will the Legislature again, 
through a committee, arraiga Mr. CRITTEN- 
DEN?

THE St. Louis POST-DISPATCH has broken 
out afresh on St. James, We suppose its 
weeping and wailing must be popular. Ink 
and tears, type and pocket handkerchiefs go 
together.—({Cincinnati Commercial. 

You are much mistaken. Our position on 
the JAMES question is not popular, and we 
know it. The great mass of the unthinking 
cannot see that one may rejoice at the death 
of that despicable arch-villain, as we most 
sincerely do, and yet deeply regret 
that he should have died only by cowardly 
assassination, ordered by the so-called Chief 
Magistrate of the fifth State in the Union. 
We address ourselves not to the hot preju- 
dice but tothe cold reason of people—teach- 
ing the methods of law and civilization 
against those of barbarism. We know very 
well that among the unthinking masses it is 
more popular to abuse, defy and break the 
law than to obey it.

In your issue of Monday you criticise my 
remarks regarding the paving Broadway, of 
simply because I stated the city would have to 
pay the bill. Piease allow me to say that 
Broadway wascondemned for market pur- 
poses in 1837; that the city took possession ‘of 
the sidewalks in front of our property at that 
time and rented the stands out to venders and 
that the sameis done now; that the Market 
Master ofthe City Market collects the rent 
and the City Comptroller receives it ;every six 
months on all stands rented by the city, from 
Christy avenue to Howard streets,:on both 
sides of Broadway. Now, aslongas the city 
claims the sidewalks and rents them out for 
market purposes,and we cannot prevent thecity 
from doing so, can webe made to pay for the 
reconstruction of Broadway when the law says 
‘‘the owners of property on the line of the 
streets to be constructea shall pay for the re- 
construction.’’ 

Who owns the property on the line of Broad- 
way? Is itthe city or the owners of real es- 
tate? Ifthe city takes possession of our side- 
walks by virtue of condemnation of the same 
and rents them out, derives an income and de- 
prives the property-owner of the same, are 
not the sidewalgs the property of the city?

Districts—Grand Forks Inundate

HELENA, ARK., April 13.—Day by day 
prospects brighten as the flood recedes.

The Career of the Famous Crooks Gus. 
Canton, Bobby Donovan and 
Billy Jackson. 


The classes of criminals which used to in- 
fest St. Louis some ten or fifteen years azo 
were in greater part men of mature years and 
well initiated in allgthe various branches of 
their business. his breed gradually 
ran out, and at the present time 
the malefactors indigenous to St. Louis 
soil, that is, those who have been 
raised and brought up here and re- 
ceived their tuition, generally range 
from eighteen to twenty-eight years of 
age. These persons do not seem to aspire to 
the higher walks of professional crookism, 
but are apparently content to remain on the 
lower rounds of the ladder of criminal fame, 
in which are comprehended the crimes of grand 
larceny, petty larceny, robbery, or holding 
up, and burglaries. Local crooks seem satis- 
fied now to make smal! hauls, and the police 
records show that in most cases the amounts 
of their thefts bave been small. The 
boys have mostly been raised in squalor 
and misery, and in early life formed the ac 
quaintance of older fellows who had already 
started on careers «f crime. With few exe 


ceptions their menial caliber has preveated 
them from forming and executiug deeds of

branches and it is said he has, during hi 
career, participated in robberies which have 
agvregated bundreds Of thousands of doliars.

He was one of the prime movers in the bix 
Gévernment bond stea) in Washirgton, in 
1863. In that case, he, in company with one 
or two others, walked into the Treasury 
building and picked up several hundred 
thousand dollars worth of unsigned bonds. 
They made away with them, but being un- 
signed, of course they were valueless. After 
doing several big jobs in New York, Philadel- 
phia and other places; in 1870 be started 
for Europe. He landed in Engiand and for 
two or three years worked London with 
profitable results. From there he crossed 
overinto France and did Paris for atime 
without being arrested. Finaily be madea 
$15,000 baul and shortly after was jailed, but 
not until he had placed the money in a safe 
place. He laid inthe Paris Jail for fifteen 
months awaiting trial. By the liberal use of 
money his lawyers finally were successful ip 
staving off his trial, and by some quirk 
of the law he was released 

He returned to America in 1876, and in 1878 
be came back to St. Louis. Io that year he 
robbed a traveling man, named Fisher,of some 
$10,000 worth of jewelry samples. He entered 
Fisher’s room in the hotel during his absence 
and took the things. He again left St. Louis} 
and from that time on he devoted himself to 
plundering hotel*, Pullman cars and steam- 


any considerabie maguitude. For this 
reason St. Louis is comparaiively free from 
burglaries and larcenies commiited by locai 
crooks.

In almist every case their 
suspicions would be confirmed when the 
criminals were caught. Svmetiimesx country 
workwen wi!l come in town and do a piece of 
work, but they are easily found cul, as the 
mode of their operations is very primitive, 
When asked how St. Louis men were at con 

fidence games and buuko, be rep ied that that 
C ass Of crime Was becoming payed out here, 
Toere had only been two or three Cases a 
week, aud for the past six months bunko a:d 
confidence had almost entirely plaved 
out.
